The report of the committee was 
made after they had 
inspected all 
of the roads, had 
carefully studied 
the value of property throughout the 
county to determine on equitab le ha 
sis for proposed taxation. 
The action of the special 
c o m m i t ­ 
tee and the recognition 
given the 
question b y the b oard is in line with 
similar proceedings in ab out thirty 
counties in Illinois where 
b ond is­ 
sues from $7 50,000, to $1,500,000 
are b eing considered.
